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Anderson, Rogers, Barnett and mayors win

Months and months of cam¬ 
paigning, placing ads and mak¬ 
ing speeches all came down 
to an election day that may 
have reached a high for voter 
turnout in some areas. Powell 
County had a good turnout and 
the results showed that Powell 
Countians seem to like their 
incumbents. 

The race for county judge, 
sheriff, county clerk and 
the mayors of Clay City and 
Stanton were won by those 
already in the office. While the 
fiscal court and city councils 
will see some changes. 

But there will was one upset 
that may have caught some 
people by surprise. 

(The results reported here are 
unofficial totals until certified by 
the county clerk and the state.) 

The local races dominated 
the ballots. Powell County Judge 
Executive James D. Anderson, 
Jr. beat his Republican chal¬ 
lenger Randy Bowen by a mar¬ 
gin of 970 votes. The unofficial 
totals at press time were 2,663 
for Anderson and 1,693 for 
Bowen. That means Anderson 
will serve four more years, 
but he will have a new fiscal 
court to contend with. With 
only Democrat Magistrate 
Donna Gabbard back, as she 
beat Republican John Bowen, 
620-399, there will be two new 
faces and two familiar ones 
joining the court. Newcomer 
Republican Keith Hall won 


the race for District 1, beating 
Democrat Robert Richardson 
435-414. Fellow freshman 
Magistrate Mike Lockard won 
easily as he had no oppo¬ 
nent in the General Election. 
Lockard, a former Stanton City 
Councilman, picked up 636 
votes. 

They will be joined by for¬ 
mer magistrates Kenneth 
“Goat” Rice and Timmy 
Tipton. Rice took District 2 
over his Republican challeng¬ 
er, Gary Hall, 502-290; while 
Tipton reclaimed his former 
seat beating Republican Ronnie 
Spencer, 615-228. 

Powell County Sheriff Danny 
Rogers, a Republican, figured 
he would have a tough race, as 
he was challenged by Democrat 
Phillip Denny Frazier. But 
Rogers won 2,568 to 1,696, a 
margin of 872 votes. 

In the race for county clerk 
incumbent Rhonda Allen 
Barnett overcame some legal 
troubles to win a third term 
in office. Barnett beat her 
Republican challenger, Pam 
Congelton Angel, 2,428 to 
1,933, a margin of 495 votes. 
Write-in candidate Ella Creech 
picked up 13 votes in the race. 

Of course the statewide races 
for U.S. Senator and the U.S. 
Congress mirrored the results 
found in Powell County. Senate 
Minority Leader, at least he was 
when the voting began Tuesday 
morning, Republican Mitch 
McConnell beat Democrat 
Alison Lundergan Grimes in 
Powell County, 2,156 to 2,022. 


It was one of the few times that 
McConnell has carried Powell 
County. U.S Congressman 
Andy Barr, also a Republican, 
beat his Democrat challenger, 
Elizabeth Jensen in the county, 
2,780-1,358, a margin of 1,422 
votes. 

Both McConnell and Barr 
were being projected as the 
winners in their statewide races 
as the Clay City Times went to 
print Tuesday evening. 

The big upset of the night 
came in the race for the State 
Representative for the 74th 
District. Democrat Richard 
Henderson, who has served 
since 2007, won Powell County, 
2,705-1,651. But he lost in his 
home county of Montgomery 
and in Menifee County to 
Republican challenger and 
minister, David Hale. Hale 
carried Montgomery 4,943- 
3,883 and Menifee 1,752-865. 
The totals were Hale 8,346 to 
Hendersons 7,453. It came as 
a shock to most people at the 
Powell County Courthouse as 
the votes were being tallied. 

The race for Family Court 
Judge was won by Samuel 
Bruce Herald in Powell County 
over incumbent Larry Miller, 


2,101-1,935. And despite losing 
in Breathitt County by a slight 
margin, Miller carried Wolfe 
County by over 900 votes to 
regain his seat. Circuit Judge 
Frank Fletcher was unopposed 
(3,014 votes), as was Powell 
County Attorney Robert King 
(3,428), Powell County Jailer 
Travis Crabtree (3,204) and 
Powell County Coroner Hondo 
Hearne (3,682). 

In other county races Diann 
Meadows was re-elected to the 
Powell County School Board 
for District 2 as she ran unop¬ 
posed. Former school board 
member regained a seat on the 
board as he beat the incum¬ 
bent in District 3, Martin 
Burton and another challenger 
in Jenell Keith Brewer. Tipton 
picked up 410 votes to Burtons 
247 and Brewers 229. 

In the city races James 
“Jimmy” Caudill held on to 
his job as Clay City Mayor, 
as he topped former coun¬ 
cilman Ray Profitt, 160-137. 
A write-in candidate, Tyler 
Jones, had filed but received 
no votes. As for the Clay City 
Council, incumbents Bobby 
Carmichael, A1 Campbell and 
Kenny Rice, will be joined by 


newcomers Cody Meadows, 
Hugh L. Reed and Christina 
Ballard. The top six vote get¬ 
ters grab a seat on the council. 
Those top six totals were Rice 
196, Meadows 181, Carmichael 
172, Ballard 122, Campbell 116 
and Reed with 115. 

In Stanton Mayor Dale Allen 
won again (487 votes)as he beat 
councilwoman Charlotte Estes 
(294) and former mayor and 
magistrate Myers Arnett (171). 
As for the council, the top six 
vote getters were: Dixie Lockard 
(577), Pamela McIntosh 
Tipton (513), Tommy Mays 
(506), Linville Bellamy (497), 
Margarita Arnett (492) and 
Paul Mallory (463). Mallory is 
new to the council, the rest 
were incumbents. 

The Constable for District 
2 was won by Richard Rogers 
over Richard Fogarty, 297-283. 
Write-in candidates Rodney 
Barnes received 114 votes and 
James Bailey Jr. got 6 votes. 
Four other constable races were 
unopposed. Gerald Bishop won 
District 5 (698 votes), District 
4 was won by J.L. Bowen (615), 
Ricky Allen won District 3 
(571) and District 1 was taken 
by Anthony Faulkner (573). 

The race for Judge of the 
Court Appeals, District 2 
was won by incumbent Janet 
Stumbo over W. Kent Varney. 
Stumbo carried Powell County, 
2,468-899. Judge Sara Combs, 
who presides over District 1 
was unopposed and picked up 
3,346 votes. 


PCHS parking lot still a topic of discussion for school board

The Powell County School 
Board held their first ever sec¬ 
ond regular meeting of the 
month last Monday (Oct. 27), 
as the board is wanting to make 
sure they have time to handle 
the necessary business and still 
be able to give proper recogni¬ 
tion to students and staff when 
needed. But last weeks meet¬ 
ing, despite some good news 
on how schools improved their 
scores, was dominated by the 
high school parking lot project. 

The parking lot, which 
many inside the school system 


thought would be completed 
soon after school started this 
year, is still not finished. Even 
after a meeting in September 
seemed to indicate that the 
project would be done by Oct. 
1, it is still not done. 

The subcontractor that is 
doing the work for Marilla, 
the original company that won 
the bid for the high school 
renovation and addition proj¬ 
ect, has run into a soft soil 
issue for months now. Earlier 
this month it was found that 
the problem in the large lot 
which used to be a gravel lot, 
still exists. The problem is near 
the end of the lot where it 


meets the city park drive. That 
also leads toward where the 
old school house is sitting now. 
There is also an issue dealing 
with underground utility lines 
in the area. 

At the earlier meeting in 
October there was discussion 
about using concrete and/or 
gravel in the area. The cost 
would be higher, but the work 
could be completed soon. 

The board agreed to allow 
concrete to be used where the 
buses will be parking and along 
the bus drive lane. The area, 
54 feet by 185 feet, will have 
six inches of concrete poured 
to accommodate the projects 


needs. The area in front of the 
bus drive, which was supposed 
to be a heavy duty asphalt 
driveway, will also become 
concrete. Six inches of con¬ 
crete will cover the 24 foot by 
185 foot area. The lot then will 
taper off where the asphalt will 
meet the concrete and that will 
be a stone area. 

The overall costs for the 
two projects is an increase of 
$26,293 to complete the lot 
project. 

The board also approved to 
have three digit parking num¬ 
bers in the teachers upper lot 
painted in the parking spaces. 
That will come at the addition¬ 


al cost of $656. 

The board members also 
voted to approve a bid to cal¬ 
ibrate the new HVAC system 
at Powell County High School. 
It was necessary after all the 
addition and renovation work 
that has occurred at the high 
school. 

The board went through 
some technology training with 
Kelly Marcum and entered into 
a closed session to discuss pos¬ 
sible discipline against a stu¬ 
dent. No action was taken. 

The next school board meet¬ 
ing will on Nov. 10.

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Tis the season: Be careful with the deer

When it comes to our 
worst enemy in the animal 
kingdom, the culprit is not 
a shark, or a snake or even 
a spider. We deal with them 
all year long here in Powell 
County. They can be beauti¬ 
ful to watch in the hay field 
in the middle of winter, but 
when they crash into our 
new car, they are not so 
pretty. We all know these 
creatures as the white-tailed 
deer. 

It is the time of year that 
most of us realize in Powell 
County that the deer are go¬ 
ing wild. This usually hap¬ 
pens right before deer hunt¬ 
ing season. Mating season 
for our local deer has begun 
and the number of deer-re¬ 
lated vehicle crashes always 
increases this time of year. 
Last year there were 2985 
deer related automobile 
crashes that were reported 
in Kentucky. From these ac¬ 
cidents there actually were 
at least two deaths as a re¬ 
sult of the crash, along with 
178 injuries. Across the 
nation each year, over 150 
people are killed as a result 
of a motor vehicle collision 
with deer. Deer cause us 
far more damage to vehi¬ 
cles and property than any 
other wildlife in Kentucky, 
this is only one reason that 
a controlled hunting season 
is important to our area and 
our state. 

The modern gun sea¬ 
son opens here in Zone 3 
and 4 next weekend, No¬ 
vember 8-17, 2014. Deer 
hunting season is import¬ 
ant to many people in the 
Powell County area. Not 
only is it important to those 
guys and ladies who are all 
dressed up for the hunt, it is 
important for all of us who 
have farms and gardens in 
the area. Can you believe 


how difficult it would be to 
raise a crop or garden if we 
DID NOT have a hunting 
season? Can you remember 
how difficult it is to grow 
sweet corn and sweet pota¬ 
toes in any garden spot in 
Powell County? 

All hunters need to re¬ 
member that there are sev¬ 
eral rules and regulations 
that need to be followed for 
your safety and the safety of 
others out in the woods and 
fields next weekend. Make 
sure to read and follow all 
guidelines set forth in the 
Fall 2014 Kentucky Hunting 
and Trapping guide, made 
available from your Powell 
County Clerks Office or any 
other business which sells 
hunting and fishing licenses 
or hunting equipment. One 
of the main rules of hunting 
anything is that you can¬ 
not hunt on someone elses 
land unless they say so. Be 
sure you have permission 
from the land owner of the 
property where you hunt. 
While written permission is 
not always necessary, some¬ 
times a written statement 
with a signature might be a 
good idea. 

All Kentucky hunters 
must obtain a hunting li¬ 
cense and a deer permit. 
Paper licenses and permits 
must be signed and the 
hunter information por¬ 
tion, (signature, address, 
eye and hair color, sex, 
height and weight), must be 
filled out completely before 
going out into the field. 

Possession of a state¬ 
wide deer permit allows 
the hunter to take up to two 
deer following the harvest 
restrictions in effect for the 
zone he/or she hunts. 

Kentucky residents who 
are owners of their own 
farm land, their spouses or 
dependent children are ex¬ 
empt from this regulation 
and therefore do not have to 
have a permit. Also tenants 
of such farms, their spouses 
or dependent children may 
hunt on the farms in which 
they work without a permit. 


The only other people who 
can hunt without a license 
would be a Kentucky resi¬ 
dent on a military furlough 
for more than 3 days, or a 
resident or non-resident kid 
under the age of 12. 

Anyone hunting where 
and when a gun or elk sea¬ 
son is open MUST wear 
hunter orange color on the 
head, chest and back that is 
visible to others at all times. 
Garments can be made of 
mesh type material, as long 
as openings in the mesh 
weave are no wider than l A 
inch by any measurement. 
Garments may display a 
small portion of another 
color. 

The following are exam¬ 
ples of hunter orange vio¬ 
lations: Wearing hunter or¬ 
ange clothing while walking 
to a stand and taking it off 
once you get there; Wearing 
camouflage patterned hunt¬ 
er orange garments without 
additional SOLID hunter 
orange clothing on the head, 
back and chest; Hunting 
during a muzzle-loading 
deer season without hunter 
orange clothing. Basically 
if you are hunting ANY¬ 
THING in a place where 
and when a gun of any kind 
can be used for taking deer, 
elk, or bear, you have to 
have hunter orange on your 
body to comply with the 
law. Too often, and seem¬ 
ingly every year, we read or 
hear on the news of a care¬ 
less fatality involving one of 
our states hunters. Make 
sure that all your guns are in 
working order and that you 
know where your buddies 
are at all times. Play it safe 
this month and be aware of 
all the rules and regulations 
regarding this deer season. 
For more information ob¬ 
tain a copy of the Kentucky 
Hunting and Trapping 
guide available at the Pow¬ 
ell County Clerks office and 
many department stores 
that sell hunting licenses 
and hunting equipment. 

If you happen to kill a 
deer and your freezer is 


already full, consider do¬ 
nating that meat to the 
Kentucky Hunters for the 
Hungry Program. In our 
area, the following meat 
processors take part in this 
program for a small fee. 
They include: 

Rebel Acres Process- 
ing-Montgomery Coun¬ 
ty-1-859-744-6966; Arvins 
Slaughterhouse-Estill 
County-1-606-723-3525; 
Chandlers Deer Pro- 
cessing-Clark Coun¬ 

ty- 1-859-745-4065; 
Halseys Meat Pro¬ 
cessing-Wolfe Coun¬ 

ty-1-606-668-7313 and 
Center’s Meat Processing in 
Menifee County at 1-606- 
768-3302. Processors are 
only able to accept a limit¬ 
ed number of donated deer 
during this peak harvest 
season, so calling ahead of 
time is important. All pro¬ 
cessors cannot accept deer 
that have not been cleanly 
field dressed and well cared 
for in the process. All deer 
must be checked and tagged 
before donating. 

Corn and soybean

Corn as an 
Alternative to Hay for 
Gestating ana 
Lactating Cows 

Corn grain is the least 
expensive harvested feed 
per unit of digestible ener¬ 
gy available to most cattle 
producers. The most com¬ 
mon feed used for winter¬ 
ing cows is hay. This is de¬ 
spite the fact that hay costs 
50 to 100% more than corn, 
per unit of energy. Corn 
priced at $3.00/bushel is 
worth $107/ton. Because 
hay has only about half the 
energy value as corn grain, 
the breakeven price for hay 
on an energy basis would 
be approximately $54/ 
ton. To add needed sup¬ 
plement to the corn brings 
the breakeven price to $62/ 
ton. In many situations it is 
economically advantageous 


to use corn rather than hay 
to meet the energy require¬ 
ments of cows. 

Cows, and all other an¬ 
imals, require a certain 
amount of energy (calories) 
per day. If a low energy feed 
like hay is fed, cows can be 
full-fed. If corn is used to 
provide most of the ener¬ 
gy, then intake has to be 
restricted so the animals 
don’t get too fat. We have 
developed a limit-fed, corn- 
based nutrition program 
which has been tested with 
sheep and cattle. The pro¬ 
cedures we used to meet the 
nutrient needs of gestating 
and lactating cows is out¬ 
lined below. Some forage 
has to be fed to maintain a 
healthy rumen. 

1. Feed 5 lbs first cut¬ 
ting hay, supplement and 
12 lbs whole shelled corn 
(per cow). The protein and 
mineral supplement should 
be similar to that used for 
feedlot cattle fed a high- 
grain diet. 

2. Feed corn whole. Re¬ 
search shows that whole 
corn works better than 
ground corn when daily hay 
intake is limited to less than 
five pounds. This to many 
of us does not make sense, 
especially when you see the 
wild turkeys gleaning the 
fields after our cows have 
been fed there, but research 
has shown over the years 
that cracking or grinding 
corn, does not improve in¬ 
take or nutrient intake. 

3. Adjust corn intake to 
achieve desired weight and/ 
or body condition score. 
Cows will need about 1% 
of their body weight during 
cold winter months and as 
they enter lactation. 

4. When starting the pro¬ 
gram, take 7-10 days ad¬ 
justing up the corn and de¬ 
creasing hay to the 5 lb level. 
Make sure bunk space is ad¬ 
equate so all cows get their 
share and that cows are in a 
securely fenced area. Corn 
prices this weekend are just 
around $3.27 per bushel, 
so feeding corn this winter 


may once again be very do¬ 
able for our local farmers.

Encouraging word: The more significant observance 


For 95 years, November 11 
has been set aside as a national 
holiday of special significance. 

On the eleventh hour of the 
eleventh day of the eleventh 
month of 1918, an armistice, a 
temporary cessation of hostili- 
ties, was declared between the 
Howard Coop Allied nations and Germany 
Guest Columnist in the First World War, known 
the as “the Great War.” One 
year later, to emphasize the sig¬ 
nificance of that event, President Woodrow Wilson 
proclaimed November 11,1918 as national holiday to 
be known as Armistice Day. When President Wilson 
made that proclamation, he said, “The reflection of 


Armistice Day will be filled with solemn pride in the 
heroism of those who died in the country’s service 
and with gratitude for the victory, both because of 
the things from which it has freed us and because 
of the opportunity it has given America to show her 
sympathy with peace and justice in the councils of 
the nations.” 

For thirty-five years, November 11 was observed 
throughout the United States as Armistice Day. 
Then following World War II and the Korean War, 
Congress passed a resolution on June 1, 1954 that 
replaced “Armistice” with “Veterans.” Since then, 
November 11 has been known and observed as 
Veterans Day, a time set aside by our government to 
honor and give “thanks to living veterans who served 
their country honorably during war and peacetime.” 


All across the land, the day will be observed in 
many ways. At precisely 11 A.M. and in a dignified 
and formal way, there will be an official wreath laying 
ceremony at the Tomb of the Unknowns in Arlington 
National Cemetery. There will be parades, large and 
small, in many communities. These will be followed 
by fervent patriotic addresses given to honor and 
express gratitude to all veterans who served their 
country. 

The more significant observance may be noth¬ 
ing more than the genuine feeling of gratitude and 
respect in the heart of the average American citizen 
for those men and women put country above self 
and served our country to protect and preserve the 
freedom we cherish.
